“There had been ‘elaborate g¢fided 
fnummy cases, sometimes. with inlaid

Anthracite will be $1 cheap 
er; solvay coke, $2 cheaper, and Poca- 
hontsz$ mine run, whichis in great 
demand for large plants and apartment 
buildings, will be redtced from $12.50 

ton to $9. 

“This is not exactly a philanthropic 
proposition with us.

Dr. L. Duncan Bulkley, senior phy- 
sician'to the New York Skin and Can- 
cer hospital, answered my query as 
to the cause of this unwelcome hair 
and as to whether or not vaseline and 
shaving developed it: “No one knows 
the cause of it. It is something still 
to be discovered. Every fat does not 
grow hair. Cold cream does not. Vas-

Electric Needle Safest. 


Dr. Bulkley was, I believd, the dis- 
coverer of the electric needle to re- 
move superfluous hair, which hec s 
to be the safe and sure method of its 
disposal. 

“ Sometimes in the beginning of the 
treatment the electricity will. stimulate 
other hair glands in the region to ac- 
tivity, but it’can all be caught up with 
by treatments. 

“T have seen cases respond success- 
fully to peroxide of hydrogen admin- 
istered full strength. It bleaches the 
hair, and has been observed to destroy 
the growth in time. With the electric 


needle, however,..you. ¢an get to the 


bottom of the papilla from which the 
hair grows out.” — : 

. Dr. H. Lyons. Hunt, cosmetic sur- 
geon, claims shaving does stimulate 
hair growth, and calis attention to the 
frequency with which men must shave. 
He claims olive oil stimulating, also 
cocoanut oil, citing Philippine men and 
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women as possessing most luxuriant 
hair growth due to their rubbing this 
oil on their hair and using the cocoa- 
nut fruit for food as well. 

“ Perhaps the belief that cold cream 
is at fault is more due to the stimu- 
lation of massage,” he said. “ Oily 
skins are more productive of hair 
Browth. People with dry skins are 
little troubled.. Swarthy people are 
more subject to superfluous hair than 
others. . 


Transplants Gland. 

“ But hair unquestionably absorbs a 
certain amount of stimulation from 
the body. And hairy growth has a 
close relation to the glandular system.” 

Dr. Hunt cited a case reported in the 
American Journal of Endocrinology of 
aman who had never shaved until at 
35 he underwent a giand transplant- 
ing operation and was shaving within 
three months. A.woman upon whom 
one of these operations was performed, 
who came directly under his observa- 
tion, showed an amazing improvement 
in the growth. of her hair in six months. 

The Washington university school 
of medicine provided a fund for an in- 
vestigation in the study of hair, under- 
taken by Mildred Trotter of St. Louis, 
Mo. “ ' 

Her observations are based upon liv- 
ing and, presumably, normal persons 
who submitted themselves for experi- 
mentation. 

Miss Trotter experimented with pe- 
trolatum on a right eyebrow, applying 
it to the subject twice a week for 
four months, giving the left no treat- 
ment. In each case a generous supply 
of the petrolatum Was rubbed on thor- 
oughly, but not vigorously enough to 
cause reddening of the skin. The aim 
was to give the latum opportunity 
to show its own effect, without intro- 
ducing any complication due to mas- 
sage. , 

At the end of the period the two 
symmetrical regions in each subject 
were compared very carefully, and ab- 
solutely no difference was detected. 
After another period of four months. 
during which time no applications were, 
made, the previously treated.regions 
were still identical in appearance with 
the corresponding regions on the left 
side. Miss Trotter claims this as proof 
that the use of petrolatum does not 
cause the short, downy hairs to become 
either coarser or longer; that it does 
not stimulate growth of the eyebrow.

EW YORK—(Special Correspond- 
ence.)—Gone is the day of the one 
and only seasonal coat. The plan- 
ning of every new wardrobe en- 

terprise now starts with the query, 
“What wrap?” Every street dress or 
skirt-and-blouse combination today has 
its wrap. Or looks with designing eye 
and intention to appropriate upon oc- 
casion the wrap of some other dress or 
skirt-and-blouse combination. 

Hence the continuous spring murmur 
of two and three piece suits, and two 
piece dresses. It means starting with 
the wrap handicap every time. Even 
the blouse of the two piece dress is 
constructed on wrap lines. 


We shall see capes in plenty as the 
weather permits.' The reign of the 
short, gay jacket known as the paletot 
is assured. It is going to leave. its box- 
line and flare saucily, they say. Hints 
of that are seen already.
